Supplies sent into Zanesville 
were waiting for distribution along the 
devastate Muskingum Valley today 
but reports from there said that while 
the river was a mad torrent there had 
been no loss of life.

That silly feeling about ap- 
pearing twice in the same gown or 
wearing any robe, no matter how ele- 
gant or becoming, because, perhaps 
the sleeves show a line not in ac- 
cordance with the Paris book 
or the train shows a divergence from 
commas „ 


WASTE TIME ON GOWNS. 
“Every woman knows what gray 
matter, what energy, what precious 
time, is spent getting gowns. When 
they become multiplied as the modes 
prevail, it means part of every day 
given over to something which is 
without value to one's self, to society 
or to the family. 

“Really, I should like to see our 
sensible American women, those who 
form public opinion and whom the 
general run of womankind consider 
as models of deportment, take a more 
common-sense view of this question 
of dress. Why not be happy in last 
years gown, if well made and suit- 
able for the occasion and give the 
time and money which would be spent 
in getting new ones to something 
more worthy? 

“All womankind complains of the 
almost prohibitive prices we now pay 
for domestic service. As the price 
mounts higher and higher, I was led 
to protest to some who sought service 
with me.

broom and mop. 

COSTS MORE FOR MAIDS. 
“They listened to me interestedly 
and several told me they were com- 
pelled to have more money to live. 
Everything costs more—their ward- 
robe, their shoes, stockings, soap and 
such things. The maid of today wears 
silk stockings and usually as good 
shoes as her mistress. She must pre- 
sent a certain appearance or she can- 
not fill the engagement. Her aprons 
must be of a good .quality and so 
must the material of her gown. Of 
course, many housekeepers furnish 
these for the maids, but I speak of 
the rank and file of the people who 
keep but one maid of all work and 
who must also present a stylish front 
to their acquaintances.

“I have been in almost every 
civilized country on the globe,” he 
said, “and I am ashamed to say that 
Americans are the worst cooks in the 
world. Let us have fewer pianos and 
more stoves.” 

The same attention given by the 
general public to the matter of eating 
was commented upon. “Eating is the 
fundamental business of the world,” 
he declared. “In the term of a sixty- 
year life, five years are actually spent 
at table, twenty years in the effort to 
get something to eat, and twenty in 
sleeping, which u intimately con- 
nected with the activities of diges- 
tion, totaling forty-five years of sixty, 
or more than two-thirds of the aver- 
age life, in this most fundamental 
business.

Prof. Flinders Petrie, the cele- 
brated Egyptologist has made some 
most interesting discoveries in an ex- 
tensive cemetery, some thirty miles 
south of Cairo. 

Noticeable in the cemetery was the 
wonderful preservation of materials. 
Thus, the linen is quite fresh and 
strong, and in some instances the 
pieces were as white as if they. had 
just left the loom. The coffins, all 
wood, of acacia or shittim, were quite 
sound and many of the tombs stin 
had the original beams in position. 
This ie quite remarkable, as the 
cemet dates from the earliest, age 
dow thme of the pyramids. 

The remains of the houses of the 
period Were found used in the con- 
struction of the coffins and the speci- 
mens showed that the ancients of this 
period cut tie holes In the edges of 
the planks and lashed them together 
in such a manner that they could slide 
over one another during the change 
in climatic temperature.

FANATICS FIRE o NBULGARS. 


Otherwise Complete Order Is Re 

stored at Adrianople—Eye-Wit- 

nesses Describe Bombardment. 

[BY CABLE AND A. P. TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, March 31.—The corre- 
spondent of the Times, who went to 
Adrianople after the fall of the city, 
wires: 

“Complete order has been restored 
save in a few spasmodic cases, where 
fanatics have taken refuge in houses 
and fire upon the Bulgarians. 

“The bombardment, according to 
an eye-witness, was truly terrific, but 
the gunners remained at their posts 
until daylight Wednesday. The suas- 
tained and accurate fire forced the 
Turks to retire, and the fighting be- 
came general as soon as the Bul- 
garians came into the town, owing to 
the fact that the white was not 
hoisted on Shukri Pasha’s adquar- 
ters, and the allles entered as the 
captors of the town. 

“The Bulgarians lost 7000, of whom 
1000 were killed. The pale, emaci- 
ated faces and tattered clothing of 
the Turks is striking proof of the 
hardships of the siege.” 

Ft. Topyolu was a hard nut to 
crack. When within 600 yards the 
Servians, who were accompanied by 
a Bulgarian regiment, met a terrible 
fire, and with mines exploding and 
men falling, the Bulgars retired, 
leaving the Servians alone. The Ser- 
vians again advanced under cover 
of darkness, creeping like cats, and 

receded by hand mb throwers. 
The Turks did not discover them 
until the bomb throwers were upon 
the trenches. The Bulgarians then 
came up under command of a ser- 
geant, having lost all their com- 
manding officers, but again retired. 

After the fort had been taken, the 
Turks made counter attacks and 
with their machine guns inflicted 
heavy losses on the invading forces.

HOUSE RIDDLED: 
THREE WOUNDED 


Deputy Sheriff Dying After 
Desperate Duel. 


Meets Leaden Hail. 


Efforts to Check Vandals Is 
Strenuous of Results. 


Deputy Sheriff Charles Hearne is 
probably fatally wounded at the An- 
gelus Hospital; William Osterloh is 
nursing a bullet wound in his left 
shoulder at the County Jail, and Mrs. 
Mary Rohrback, foster-mother of Os- 
terloh, has a black eye, as a result of 
an attempt to arrest Osterloh at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

The residence of Osterloh and his 
mother, near the end of the West 
Adams street car line, was literally 
riddied with bullets as a consequence 
of the early morning pistol duel. The 
glass in the door is shattered and 
bullets have imbedded themselves in 
the walls of the house in various 
places. The whole exterior of the 
house gives the appearance of hav- 
ing withstood an extended siege. 
Threé chickens likewise wandered 
within the zone of fire and paid the 
penalty with their lives. 

The principals in the shooting af- 
fray differ materially in their ver- 
sions as to the causes leading to open 
hostilities. The wound deputy 
said yesterday at the hospital that he 
shot in self-defense upon being 
threatened by Osterloh with a Spring- 
field rifle. Osterloh and his mother 
deny this and say that the young car- 
penter refrained from firing until 
after Mrs. Rohrback had. been 
knocked down and Osterloh wounded 
by bullets from the revolver of the 
deputy sheriff. 

After being wounded Hearne ran to 
a passing automobile and was taken 
to the hospital, while Osterloh stayed 
quietly at his home until Deputy 
Sheriffs Henry and Van Vliet arrested 
him, Hearne, who says he was sworn 
in as a deputy sheriff Saturday, was 
in the employ of Robert Marsh & Co. 
at the time of the shooting and had 
been engaged in watching some prop- 
erty in the Glenairy tract, which had 
been for some time at the mercy of 
vandals. 

TROUBLE STARTS. 

The story of the two men as re- 
gards the primary trouble does not 
differ to any appreciable extent. It 
appears that Hearne was near the 
Marsh property, which consists of 
three vacant dwellings, when Oster- 
loh approached about 7:30 o'clock 
Saturday night. When the watchman 
saw a stranger near the premises with 
what he thought was lumber on his 
shoulder, he ordered the man to halt. 
This man was Osterloh and Hearne 
at once told him that he was under 
arrest. Osterloh did not make any 
trouble, but asked permission to go, 
by his home so as to acquaint his 
mother with his trouble. The two 
men walked over to the prisoner's 
home, whereupon Hearne decided to 
postpone the arrest to the next morn- 
ing and so informed Osterloh, elicit- 
ing the promise that he would not 
attempt to run away. 

Early yesterday morning. in com- 
pany with J. E. Marsh, the deputy 
drove to the Osterloh home in an au- 
tomobile. He left the machine in an 
adjoining street and walked over to 
the house. From this point the sto- 
ries of Osterloh and Hearne differ. 
Hearne said yesterflay that when Os- 
terloh came to the door he asked per- 
mission to return for his coat and 
thereupon returned with a Springfield 
rifle and threatened to shoot the dep- 
uty, whereupon Hearne ys he fired, 
Osterloh dropping the rifie and secur- 
ing a revolver. 

COSTLY RABBIT FEED. 

“T had gone to the alfaifa field to 
get feed for my rabbits,” said Oster- 
loh at the jail yesterday. “There 
used to be a wire fence about the 
field before it was sold as lots, and the 
old posts had been thrown into the 
field. The people thereabouts had 
been in the habit of carrying away 
these posts to use as kindling. After 
filling my sack with alfalfa I picked 
up two of these rotten posts and 
started home, when this man stopped 
me and told me I was under arrest. 
I told him it was aligright and we 
went to my home, where he said he 
would wait till morning to arrest me; 
he wanted to make a report to Mr. 
Marsh. I told him I would see Mr. 
Marsh, too, and I wouldn't run away. 

“This morning I was in the house 
with my foster-mother and I heard 
some one call my name. I answered, 
‘Here I am,’ and stepped out of the 
door. Right away this man shoved 
a big gun under my nose and says 
that I must come along with him. My 
mother had followed us just outside 
the door and she says that I must get 
my coat and go without any trouble. 
Well, I told the man he need not 
make any trouble, I would go all 
right and I will get my coat. He 
tried to follow me in the house and 
kept the gun pointed at me. My 
mother told him he should stay out- 
side, that I wouldn't try to run, and 
she’ stepped between us as I stepped 
in the house. Quick as anything this 
man reached out with his fist and 
struck my mother in the face, knock- 
ing her down, then he acted like he 
was wild and shot at her. 

FUSILLADE OF BULLETS. 

1 didn’t know what to do but I 
thought I would scare him, so 1 
went and got an old rifle, a souvenir, 
that was not loaded. Before I got to 
the rifle this fellow shot at me 
through the door two or three times 
and hit me once in the shoulder. 1 
went to the door and told him he bet- 
ter not come any closer and I showed 
him the rifle. He shot at me again, 
all the time the bullets coming 
through the door and hitting the 
house. I ran and got my revolver 
and went to the outside of the house 
and I showed him the revolver and 
I said: ‘Now you better hurry away 
from here,’ but still I have not shot 
once. Then he fired at me again and 
reached in his pockets after more 
loads. I shot twice. I don't know 
if I hit him or not. He turned and 
ran and I ran after him about fifty 
feet, but didn't shoot again. That is 
all I know. TI had to do something. 
I never was in trouble before and I 


am not a murderer.”

State Has Formed Itself Into a Tiny 
Republic end Uses Strenuces 


Methods in Raising Cash. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

EL CENTRO, March 30.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Stuart A. Ingram, a 
mining engineer of Los Angeles, who 
has been in Chihuahua, Mex., for sev- 
eral years, arrived here this morning 
from the mines of the Galenista Gold 
Mining Company located at La Cum- 
bre, Chihuahua, Mex.

At Calvary Baptist Church the pas- 
tor, W. Leon Tucker, who has just 
returned from the East. spoke yester- 
day morning on “An Old Testament 
Cry With a New Testament Answer.“ 
taking two texts, “Watchman, what 
of the night?“ Jen. 21:11-12; and 
“The night is far spent, the day is at 
hand.,“ Rom. 13:12. He said, in part: 

“These two texts remind us of a 
child's cry in the dark of the night 
and the father’s response with the 
light. The two texts are summarized 
under three words, vision, vigilance 
and victory. These texts are militant 
enough to stir us and arouse us. We 
see dimly through the darkness the 
walking watchman on the wall watch- 
ing for the first break of the day in 
the East and now and then a weary 
worker crying out in the night. 
“Watchman, what of the night! What 
of the night!" The Expositors Com- 
mentary has pointed out the real 
force of this text, which is not an in- 
quiry as to what kind of a night it is, 
as to whether it is foul or fair, but 
the force of the text is, “What off 
from the niht?“ In other words, how 
much of the night is passed or how 
much of the night is left? It reminds 
us of a sick child who feels how long 


and wearily the hours drag and calis 


out again and again, Win the morn- 
ing never come? 

“Sin has brought a night to our 
world. David Burrell thinks that 
ours is the one lost world of the uni- 
verse, that it is the only one of the 
orbs having swerved from its mora) 
orbit. 

“Sin is the trademark of this world 
of ours. From this night of sin men 
have waited and watched for the 
morning. The answer is to be found 
in the New Testament and the day 
breaks there. The apostle cries an- 
swer “The night is far spent, the day 
is at hand.” We have traveled many 
days with nothing but our destination 
in our minds, nothing was Anterest- 
ing on the outside of the car for the 
faces of those we loved at the end of 
our journey. We take to our berths 
knowing in the morning we shall see 
home. In the darkness of the night 
before the break of the day along 
comes the porter and from slumbers 
he arouses us and is persistent in 
the same until we are thoroughly 
aroused and clothed for the coming 
morning; so does the Apostle say to 
the church of God, it is now high 
time to awake out of sleep, The night 
is far spent, the day is at hand, let 
us, therefore, cast off the works of 
darkness and let us put on the armour 
of light." ‘Put ye on the Lord Jesus.“

FIRST UNITED BRETHREN. 
THE ALPHA AND OMEGA OF RELIGION 
IS “CHRIST AND HIM 
CRUCIFIED.” 

Dr. John Albert Eby of the Firs: 
United Brethren Church preached 
yesterday on “The Ideal Preacher,” 
taking his text from I Corinthians 
fi:1-5. He said in part: 

“Paul had a very lofty conception of 
the dignity. power and sacredness of 
the office of the ministry. Nothing but 
the Highest type of men could even 
imagine themselves fit to stand in this 
sacred place and profess to be the 
voice of God to his fellows. He be- 
lieved that the preacher and his 
preachment are inseparable. No dis- 
count dare be allowed in the preach- 
er, or his sermon immediately sinks 
to the same level. The preacher must 
live his sermon. No matter how per- 
fect the man, his preaching must be 
of the proper type or he cannot pass 
muster with Paul. And the one su- 
preme test to which he puts the 
preacher in his own personal life ts 
his relation to the doctrine of the 
Christ. He has put into a single sen- 
tence the very essence of the whole 
system of divinely revealed religion. 
This brevity is the very soul of his gos- 
pel. And there is a logical reason for 
the position. Is ‘Christ and Him 
Crucified’ a sufficient gospel? Let us 


see. 

“Jesus Christ was not only the com- 
plete fulfillment of all the prophetic 
hopes and ambitions of God's people 
but included in Himself all the goo‘ 
of the whole system of religious life 
and practice. He superceded priest, 
prophet and king. He completed in 
living perfection all their types and 
rites and ceremonies. Not a thing of 
value was lost. He completed their 
laws against adultery and murder. He 
gave them the heart of the secret of 
a happy lite. He perfected their cere- 
monies of prayer and alms and fast- 
ing. The past had nothing in part 
or perfection that He did not possess 
in Himself. Paul régarded Him 28 
embodying in absolute perfection all 
the principles of the gospel which the 


salvation and blessing of the race. No 
man could lose a single iota of all the 
rich possessions of the past if he had 
Jesus Christ and Him Crucified. 

“Then the soul that accepted Jesus 
Christ and Him Crucified had all that 
the future could expect or offer. Who 
could imagine a perfection which the 
Son of Man lacked? If a man will 
not accept Jesus Christ, pray tell me 
what sort of a Savior would -he ac- 
cept. Can any one imagine a possibile 
additional perfection in His life or His 
teaching or His work? The end has 
been reached in the beginning. Heav- 
en has exhausted itself in the revela- 
tion of the Christ. There is no one 
else to come. Nothing better can ever 
be given. That does not mean that 
we know all about Christ. But it does 
mean that we need nothing and no 
one additional to complete the Christ. 
He is the final word of God and men 
for salvation. 

“The gospel or preachment that cen- 
ters upon Christ Jesus is the hope of 
the race of men. In Him and Him 
only is there possibility of realizing 
their highest possibilities. Men wil! 
be just and tender and true in all their 
relations life when under the direc- 
tion of His personality and His Gos- 
pel. He is the only perfection of the 
human character. Man needs no vir- 
tue that He does not supply. The 
cry of the ages is To Christ for all' 
He is sufficient. If we can reach in 
a thousand years the exalted position 
which He has set for His children we 
will have set for us the highest ideal 
which we can hope to attain in that 
cycle of effort and struggle upward. 

“When all our best discoveries of 
truth are brought together, when all 
our attainments of perfection in effort 
are complete, when all our highest 
ambitions have been realized then we 
will discover that it is ‘Christ and Him 
Crucified.’ That is the hope of heath- 
endom. That is the only succor or 
the oppressed and the wronged, that 
is the one piece of good news for the 
sinner. That is the only ircentive to 
mercy and charity. Christ Jesus and 
Him Crucified is the only light in the 
dark and narrow house in the tomb. 
In lite and death in time o- in eternity 
give us Jesus Christ and Him Crucified 
and we need nothing more. Our last 
need is supplied our most difficult 
problems are solved and our brightest 
and best dreams of iramortality are 
fully realized. Give us more of Christ 
and Him Crucified.”

THE CAPACITY FOR UNSELFISH LOVE 
18 CHRIST'S GREAT LEGACY 
TO MANKIND. 


Rev. Edward Campbell, D. D., 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 


Church, preached yesterday on the 
theme, “The Power of Unselfish 
Love.” He said in part: 

“When Jesus stood before the 
disciple, known to us by his impul- 
sive nature and said to him three 
different times, ‘lovest thou Me,’ 
Peter was in a position and atmos- 
phere that called forth deep and 
earnest heart searching, and he re- 
plied in language that suggests to 
us that his heart was touched with 
the question, thrice repeated, for he 
said, ‘Yes, Lord, Thou knowest that 
1 Jove Thee.’ 

“The question was asked to awak- 
en within the mind a deep realiza- 
tion of what it meant to have a 
real love that turned away from 
self and looked out upon the world 
of men around about a desire to 
bring them into touch and fellow- 
ship with God. 

“Jesus called attention to the fact 
that men were in need and that 
need of food, soul food, could come 
to those who surrounded him only 
as it was given through the activity 
that was inspired by love, 

“To Peter there were sad and 
unpleasant recollections that swept 
across his mind which recalled his 
unfaithfulness when his heart was 
set upon his own self when the 
Christ was in his need but his vision 
was narrowed and his soul dwarfed; 
but now Christ said to him again, 
Peter if you would be my own true 
disciple the way to life and power 
is through unselfish love and devo- 
tion to the great privilege of serv- 
ing those who are round about you. 

“From this hour Peter caught @ 
new vision of lite and he became 
the avenue through which God 
worked and toiled and established 
in his heart that which is trans- 
forming weakness into strength, that 
which changes ugliness into beauty, 
that which drives away hypocrisy 
and establishes o man in that noble 
sincerity that makes him more and 
more like the divine Master. will 
you tarry awhile to catch a broader 
vision of life and secure @ greater ef- 
ficiency in service, and a deeper in- 
spiration as we look upon this dis- 
ciple standing before his Friend and 
Master, before his Lord and our 
Christ? Unselfish love is that which 
has given to you and me the cross 
upon which we may look and see 
extended a form that was placed 
there because a soul was fired with 
a desire to give himeelf in loving 
submission to this world of sinful 
men, and secure for each one the 
power to know God in the conscious- 
ness of a life redeemed and trans- 


formed.”

DEAVOR H PATHWAY. 

“The Light That Shines,” was the 

topic chosen by Dr. Tilroe for his dis- 
course at the Boyle Heights Methodist 
Episcopal Church yesterday. He said 
in part: 
„One of the most practical things 
on earth is rhetoric. Things as they 
are have always been beholden to 
things as they appear. Science leans 
hard on statement. We know as we 
understand and we understand as 
things fall level to our minds. The 
red Indian calls his month a moon 
because he sees the moon and walks 
in the licht of it. The Oriental said 
his god was a sun and shield be- 
cause it stood between him and the 
dark, and was a defense against his 
enemies. So the Christian Bible ts 
a planetary book. It speaks so men 
see. If men are to be intelligent. 
things must not only be, but seem. 

“The world has been long familiar 
with sacrifice: So Jesus is said to be 
the lamb of God. It is no cheap or 
easy thing to care for a world. The 
world is hungry. So Jesus is the 
bread of God that giveth life. There 
is danger in the journey from cradle 
to grave. So God reveals Himself to 
men as Jesus the Savior. Thus every 
real need of the planet is met and 
the great God takes on a name that 
men may know He Is doing the thing. 

“In the study of the hour, Jesus is 
the light of the world. Like the beg- 
gar, men are blind and the great God 
has business with their eyes. We want 
them to see, for instance, that one 
of the greatest values on earth is the 
individual. So the Savior of the world 
goes at His undertaking by way of the 
unit. He has great business with one 
blind beggar. The scientific world is 
on the hunt for the original atom. The 
original atom with God is one man. 
It is hardly half a century that slav- 
ery has been dead. The world was 
blind to the worth of a man. It was 
only yesterday that there were over 
two hundred ways in whkh a man 
could be legally put to death. He was 
so cheap au affair, Jesus is the light 


of the world on the market value of 
men. 

“Again Jesus is the light of the 
world on trouble. Neither did this 
man sin, nor his parents, that he was 
born blind: To be born blind was a 
little thing if thereby the woks of 
God might be made manifest. What 
a noonday sun it ts on things when 
we learn that God has good uses for 
trouble. The cradle gives meaning 
to growth. The contingent begets 
thought. Sorrow is the spring of sym- 
pathy, Poverty and hunger send us 
forth to industry. Ignorance is the 
guide to learning. Uniess a man 
brings At on himself, he loses no time 
in trouble. Jesus the light of the 
world has shown us better. 

“Jesus is the light of the world on. 
human freedom. The blind man is 
to see, but he must wash in the pool. 
The blind man is to be saved, but he 
must believe and worship. Even a 
miracle on his eyes does not make 
him religious. No man is_ religious 
but by choice. 

“Jesus is the light of the world os 
ethics. A man may use the Sabbath 
in an unconventional way and get the 
reputation of a sinner and yet be do- 
ing God service. To be particular is 
not always to be pious. If one will 
have the white soul of the Son ot 
God, the ethical content of life wil 
care for itself. 

“Jesus is the light of the world on 
goodness. If a man will find a value 
in prayer he must be good. ‘God 
heareth not sinners.” If a man will 
be strong he must be good. If he is 
not of God, he can do nothing. If a 
man will find blessing, he must obey. 
We went and washed and came see- 
ing. If a man will find God he must 
believe ond gonfess. ‘And he wor- 
shipped Him.’ We can well afford to 
do likewise.”

THE LESSON OF THE PYRAMIDS 

THE THINKING CHRISTIANS OF 
MODERN TIMES. 

“Climbing the Pyramids” was the 
topic of the lecture-sermon by Dr. C. 
M. Carter at the First Baptist Church 
Sunday evening. This was the fourth 
in the series on “The Land of the 
Pharoahs.” He said in part: 

“One morning we arranged to go 
to the Pyramids. It was a joyful an- 
nouncement, for few things on earth 
appeal to the imagination more than 
do the Pyramids of Egypt, anciently 
among the seven wonders oft the 
world. One can go out on the trolley 
line if he desires. We went in car- 


“Boon the Pyramids, Cheops, Ghi- 
zeh and little Kephren, are in sight, 
disappointingly small at first view, 
but steadily gaining in apparent size 
as we near them. Off yonder is the 
battleground whereon the Frenth 
won a decisive victory on the day in 
which Napoleon gaid to them, ‘Forty 
centuries are looking down on you 
today.’ All round ut is historic 
ground of thrilling interest. 

“We first saw the Sphinx. A 
mighty figure of a lion with the head 
of a man. Sixty-six feet from between 
its paws to the top of the headdress, 
thirteen feet across the head between 
the ears, and all else in proportion. 
It is a monument to the sun god of 
the ancient Egyptians. Its purpose 
is to watch for the rising of the morn- 
ing sun. To the modern traveler the 
Sphinx in its silence of ages speaks 
a clear language. It says: ‘For thou- 
sands of years I have stayed with my 
job. I have been beaten, insulted and 
defamed, sometimes even by those 
who should have been my friends, but 
I have never for one instant deserted 
my post. I am among the first of all 
the works of man which today exist, 
and I am the most perfect type of 
absolute faithfulness to duty. And 
I have watched with unwearied pa- 
tience and good cheer.’ 

“And here are the guides waiting 
to take us up Cheops. This pyramid 
is the tomb of the King of its name, 
and is 750 feet square and. 461 feet 
high. Up something like fifty feet 
in the center, then along a bench of 
stone to the northeast corner, and 
then up the corner to the top. There 
are just — ways to climb the Pyra- 
mids: Wat where you are now put- 
ting your foot, or look away off. 
There are two ways to walk through 
life and keep your head without ds 
ness: Attend to today's duties, or take 
a long look. An allopathic dose of 
history will cure the worst case of 
pessimism. A Christian is always an 
optimist if he is normal. He knows 
God has ruled the world and always 
will.

DR. DAY. 
FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
WE SHOULD CARE NOT WHERE WE GO 
80 LONG 3 BE FOR- 


Rev. William Horace Day, D.. 
preached yesterday at the First Con- 
gregational Church on “David Liv- 
ingstone, Master Missionary.” He took 
his text from Matthew III:3—*For 
this is He that was spoken of through 
Isaiah the prophet, saying, The voice 
of one crying in the wilderness, Make 
ye ready the way of the Lord.“ 

“This prophecy was fulfilled 
John, the Baptist,” Dr. Day said in 
part. It found further fulfillment 
in every spiritual pioneer that man 
has known. In no life has it found 
more beautiful fulfillment—at least 
in the nineteenth century—than in 
David Livingstone, the master mis- 
sionary. We shall think of him as 
the master missionary because he 
went before. He broke new trails. 
He opened up new paths. He made 
ready the way and other men followed 
him and brought in the King. 

“At 20 years of age David Living- 
stone became a Christian. The con- 
version of this young man was thor- 
ough-going and complete. The year 
following he decided that he would 
make his life that of a missionary, 
and if the way opened he desired to 
go to China, but the oplum war pre- 
vented that. He began work in the 
University of Glasgow, and there we 
see him studying classics and theol- 
ogy, science and mechanics. Never 
was turning lathe and bench and tools 
put to better use. Many a difficult 
hour in his African experiences could 
be met and overcome because of that 
preparation. 6 

“He applied to the London Mis- 
sionary Society to be sent to China 
as a missionary. This ap- 
pealed to him because it did not send 
out missionaries to establish Presby- 
terianism or Congregationalism, but 
commanded them to preach the gos- 
pel of Christ and establish the form 
of church best fitted for the occasion. 
Then followed those providences 
which came one after another, deter- 
mining that he should not be a mis- 
sionary to China but to Africa. 

Robert Moffatt cam ehome while 
Livingstone was in London and he 
went to hear him every chance he 
could and one day he said to him: 
Do you think I would do for Africa?’ 
Moffatt turned to him and said: ‘Yes, 
if you are not satisfied to go to a sta- 
tion already established, but will push 
on to the unknown land, for,’ he said, 
‘at sunrise I have stood on the hill 
top and have seen the smoke of a 
thousand villages where no mission- 
ary has ever proclaimed the Christ.’ 

“That touch from the hand of Rob- 
ert Moffatt sounded the great key- 
note of the pioneer who was not con- 
tent to stay within the comfortable 
lines where others had wrought and 
laid foundations upon which he could 


build. That idea) of missionary Serv let 


ice pushed Livingstone from one sta- 
tion to another and always out into 
the great beyond. 

“No life is ever great that does not 
have big lutions. No Mfe is ever 
splendid | t does not grow around 
splendid passion and ideals. We find 
that the marvelous service of this man 
was made possible because of the 
magnificence of his personal surrender 
to his Lord, and the completeness of 
the sacrificial offering which he made 
of his life. 

“David Livingstone started in as 
other missionaries were working—but 
after all every missionary has to find 
himeelf, and it soon became very ap- 
parent thet his service must be a 
unique one, so we find him working 
first in one station and then when the 
work was started there pressing on 
to another and another. 

“His influence still goes on, and this 
morning as I think of what we ought 
to be doing, and what we may be do- 
ing, I hear that word of his which 
came back when the college at home 
was in perplexity as to just what 
ought to be done, and he wrote: ‘I 
care not where 1 go, so long as it be 
forward.’ 

“I wish the word of that great mis- 
sionary in the heart of Africa might 
come as a flaming light into the hearts 
of the people of this church, that we

ANTA BARBARA, March 80.—Re- 

cent visitors to Ladys Harbor, 

Santa Cruz Island, report the dis- 
covery of a “near to nature” disciple, 
who lives in a rude hut fashioned 
with his own hands from bark and 
driftwood, eats only such food as he 
can gather or kill by the crude means 
of a slingshot, fashioned after that 
used by David in his combat with Go-

DOCOMOTIVE IMPROVEMENTS. 


Machine Reduces the 
Amount of Coal Consumed and the 
“Arch” Increases the Heat of Fire. 
fst. Louis Globe-Democrat:] The 
development of the superheater for 
locomotives effects a wonderful econ- 
omy. By its use a 4ocomotive burns 
one-quarter less coal than under the 
old system. Locomotives use 5 per 
cent. of the total production of coal 
in the United States. What a bearing 
a saving of 25 per cent, of locomo- 
tive fuel has on the conservation of 
the coal resources of the country is 
a simple problem.
